REMARKS 



Drawings. Applicant provides new corrected drawings in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) in which sheet 2/9 shows "Fig. 4A", sheet 3/9 shows "Fig. 
4B", and sheet 5/9 shows element "309". 

Specification. Applicant submits herewith replacement pages 16-18, and 
21-24 which address the issues addressed by the Examiner in connection 
with various formalities objected to by the Examiner. 

Claim rejections 35 USC 101. Applicant has amended Claims 23 and 24 to 
recite a memory device having stored therein a computer program. 
Accordingly, each claim recites a computer program that is embodied on 
the computer memory device in a way that can be executed by a computer 
processor. 

Claim rejections 35 USC 102. Applicant submits herewith the Declaration 
of the inventors, Detlev Marpe and Thomas Wiegand pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.131 in which inventors submit a copy of the Marpe reference relied upon 
by the Examiner for the rejection, and which declaration identifies the 
exhibit as containing a date of 9 October 2002. The date is readily viewed 
on the third line of the title portion of the document, i.e. 9-17 October 2002. 
This publication date being less that one year prior to the filing of the 
subject application, the Marpe document is not prior art and the rejection of 
35 USC 102 is deem traversed. Because the inventors are also authors of 
the Marpe reference, the teaching therein is not "of another." 

Claim rejection 35 USC 103. In view of the removal of Marpe as prior art, 
the rejection of 35 USC 103 are deem traversed. 
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6. Double patenting. Applicant submits herewith a Terminal Disclaimer in 
which Applicant has disclaimed claims 1-5, 11-16, and 21-26 with claims 1- 
25 of co-pending application serial no. 10/769,403. 



7. Allowable subject matter. Applicant thanks the Examiner for his indication 
of allowance on claims 8, 9, 19, and 20.
